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SUBJECT: Diseuaslon with Blank and Heuslnger on the Evening 

of 3 July 1953 
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1* Blank and Heueinger had dinner with me on the evening 
^ 3 Jiilv. a dinner attended hy _3 aitd 

^ of CCI • After the usual pleaeanta^es and a 
er heated diacuaslon on the lapUeationa of the disturhanoee 
in the Eaatera Zone of OenBany and on the deelrablU^ of Fourw 
Bower negotiations on the unlHeatlon of Qexmstsj, we ease to 
the purpose of the eveningi the dlsoussion of a futu re Gezvan 
intelligenee serviee and Blaidc's objeeiiotui to ZIPPER. During 
the entire conversatioin and the entire evening it was apparent 
that both Blank axid Beusinger work dLosely together in t^ 
greatest of confidence and that Heuslnger shared Blank's 
opinions on the subjects discussed* It is xioteworthy that 
idiereas Blank was extreowly shy and nervous during the eonvsv> 
nation with the Director earlier on 3 July and started being 
shy and nervous at the beginning of the evening^ as the disaus> 
slon developed he gained self-assurance and by end of tbs 
evening he was self-confident, expressed hiaself well and was 
altogaUier isaster of the situation* It is also noteworthy that 
it is C- J3 end ny oplnlcn that Blank and Heuslnger 

dealt with us eoapletely honestly on the subject and that good 
rapn^ was established, nia iMln conversatiMi was carried by 
Bie .C- ^ ^ being lazgely instrumental 

in creating a favorable atmosphere prior to discussion of the 
problems* 


2* I started the discussion by referring to the Director's 
conversation earlier on 3 July on the subject of a national 
Intelligence sex^ce and how it fitted into the nation as a 
whole* I again described the separation of procurement from 
evaluation, the relationship of the Director of CIA to the lAC 
agencies and his position within the Govenment* Going further, 
I also emphasised the importance we attach to the eoaplete 
separation of an external intelligence agoncy from an Internal 
security service as well as the importance of an external ihteL- 
llganoe service being ccanpletely non-political and entirely 
professional* 

3* Both Blank and Heuslnger shoved great interest in our 
concept of an intelligence service especially as far as the 
requirement pietture is concerned and especially in the evedimi- 
tlon part of a service. They also asked intelligent questions 
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about the function of Its limitation to certain types of 
opera tlonSf its dependence for finished product on this Agency 
as veil as the possibility of its procuring rav take in certain 
oases* After an extensiTe discussion on organisation and the 
principles Involyed* I opened the question cf a German Intelli- 
gene# serrice and the great worry to us of Blank’s intention 
of splitting up ZIPFGR into different ministries* Blank, by 
that time complete master of his own tbou^ts, talked for about 
fifteen mixxutes on ZIFPZS, bis position towards ZIFFER and his 
ideas as far as the intelligence service is oonoemed* He 
started out by stating that he was greatly Imporeesed by ay 
expose of the functions of CIA, its position within the state, 
its relationship to different intelligence agencies and other 
departronts and the relationship of its chief to the IVesideat 
and other members f the Q o ve r n a mt* Be said that there were 
a number of ideas in wj expose idiloh bad escaped him so far end 
idildi ha thou^t were def lately' adaptable to the German aeene* 

He felt, however, that with the German vaakneas towards totalis 
tarlan solutionB many aafeguarda were necessary in Germany vhi<di 
were not really neceasary in the B* S. 

4* He then vent on to point out hla main reservations about 
ZIFPBR* He sterted out by stating flatly that w here as he might 
hnve been represented in the past as opposing ZIP PER, this was 
not aeeoxdlng to facts* His objectlonn to ZIPPER were the 
foUovlngi 

a* Blank, himself, ia at present entrusted with ptaiwiwg 
for a future German armed service* Heuslnger, is charged 
with the detailed planning rather than the poli^ aspects, 
must be able to work out organisatiMal charts, equipment 
tables, and develop basic philosophies of warfare, both 
defensive and offensive, idiieb, without detailed Intelligenoe 
on the potential of the enemy, is a plann ing exerciee in a 
vaemm* Blank baa never received frm ZIPPER the intelligenoe 
necessary to do this job* Because he has not reeelved such 
intelligeaea^ be wee forced to start hla own intelligence 
service, an Intelligenea service with meager means able to 
do part of the job but definitely not able to arrive at the 
s ame e olutions ^eh a large and wealthy organisation like 
ZIPPER can* Blank was very bitter on Ihe subject* He said 
that the briefings of the ChanonLlor were usually oral and 
were one of many other tarieflngs on different subjeotv which, 
of course, the Chancellor listened to but would be in no 
position to pass on to peopleiho needed such briefings and 
needed them in writing in order to attend to their business* 
Blank said that as long as ZIPPER was Ih no position to 
provide him with intelligenoe, it would be necessary for 
him to build up his own intelligence service and it would 


also be necessary for his office to operate in a virtual 
vacuam* He elained that his securlly and the eeeurltgr of 
his office was extremely good and that in over tvo years 
of operation there has not been one security incident. Be 
felt that intelUgenee ought to be passed to him by ZIPPER, 
such intelligence to be used by his planning staff as con- 
sidered necessary and such intelligence furttomore being 
used by hist to brief both the Gbaneellor and the head of 
the opposltian, sho, after ally bad been ecopletely bipar- 
tisan on the qfiestion of his office aid was entitled to 
the seise briefing the Cbanoellor received. 


b. Ibe second reservation that Blank raised as far as 
ZIPPER is eonoemed is ZIPFER*s meddling in internal German 
affsirs. Be stated that a country like Germany, with its 
propensities towards subvarslon by a small organlaed group 
of largely diaorganiaed groups, could not afford to create 
a aysteai of informants and stool pigeons on its own soil. 

He stated that no chancellor could ever afford to have an 
intelUgenee service that was under suapleion of being 
involved in polities, of gathering information on leading 
politicians and generally subverting individuals within 
th e st ate for their own political ends. Be stated that 
ZIPPER was doing this and that until It was established 
that ZIPPER would not do this, it would not be acceptable 
to any chancel lor or to any pert of the go verm ent. 
(Ccoawntt Blank, no doubt, referred to ZIPFER'a special 
oontaeta and possibly even to ZIFPER's GB abow.) 


0. Blank next stated that an external intelligence 
service, as it Is in the U.S., must be completely separated 
from an intaveal security service and must not be under any 
suspicion of having an illegal internal security apparatus. 

d. Blaxdc next stated that his objectioxis to ZIPPER 
were also somewhat personal, since ZIPPER, for the last 
two years, has tried to discredit a loyal member of bis 
own a£^ey and hia co-worker by falsified infoimation^ 
by whispering eampeigns and hy political poressure. He no 
doubt referred here to Helna, the head >f Blank's Intelll- 
genee service* Blank stated that he will protect the 
people under him and he will not succumb to pressure of 
any kind to get rid of people who have been loyal and have 
done a good Job for him* 

5* Blank concluded that he had a very high opinion of ZIPHIR 
itself, of the specialists there and he fully realised that 
Germany could not afford to lose such qualified personnel and 
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definitely counted heavily oax them. He also understood our 
anxiety to preserve the agenoy as a idiole and sair the logic in 
this* Bevertbelessf the reservations oentioned above were ones 
w hich bad to be dealt with before any thouidit ooold be ^ven to 
ZIPTEB beeoBij^ a pert of the govexment. Quite obviously at 
th is p oint these dieeusslaaB were soeundiat unrealistie, sines 
ZIFFSH could not becone part of the goveranent before ratlfiea> 
tlon of EBO and the eontraotuals, but that isnediately after sudi 
Tatiflcatlon quite obviously the budget of the allitary establish* 
stent would provide enoug h loopholes' to pexisit the finanqjpg of 
suOh an agsncy as ZlFFBh, 

6« The rest of the evening was spent diseussing problsns 
concerning fif^ts end eastoais of soldiers in the H«S« Axny to 
specdfic questions posed by Blank and Beusinger* The evening 
ended on a very eox41al note by Blank aM Beusinger request!^
